^ the: Hay, for the fpace of a Mile, or thereabouts. Such 

* as tiave ken the Fire, fay, 'twas a blew weak Flame-i

to any of the Men who mtcrpo^d thm Endeavours 
to fa¥e the Hay, though they vencurtd ( perceiving it 
different from common Fite) not only clole to ir, but 
fometimes into it. All the Damage iufiained happened 
conflantly in the'Night. ^ I uavc t-nclofl-d a Cacalogue 
of fuch as I have received certain Inforrpation of- 
and have nothing to add, but thar tuereare thr-d <mall 
Tenements in the lameNeighbour^iOod (caJi « JjSin 
Sii^ U^n) whereof the Grals is fu iofefted, t.;^- ic ab- 
folutely kills all manner of Cattle tliat i^td jpoo ir. 
TheGrais has bten Infeftious thefe three V t 5. but 
not throughh Fa^al till ihis h(i. Pray End aie wi h
